RE: Convening of Florida Grand Jury Panel 


First, by way of introduction, my name is Dennis Linthicum, and I am an Oregon State 
Senator (R-OR). 


I am writing today on behalf of our grand jury team comprised of myself, Oregon State 
Senator Kim Thatcher (R-OR), attorney Steve Joncus, retired judge and grand jury 
expert Paul Nally, author and grand jury expert Kelly Mordecai, death certificate data 
analyst John Beaudoin, RICO investigator Keith Wilkins, and Dr. Henry Ealy, lead 
author of two peer-reviewed papers detailing the extensive criminal fraud and someone 
who has been successfully treating people injured by the experimental COVID biologics 
for more than a year. 


Since 2020, our grand jury team has been in relentless pursuit of obtaining a grand jury 
investigation into the rampant criminal data fraud and willful misconduct by key 
members of federal agencies. To our knowledge, we are the first team in the country to 
have filed a grand jury petition on behalf of the American people complete with over 
1,000 pages of substantive evidence alleging that persons within the CDC, HHS, and 
NVSS routinely violated multiple federal laws throughout this COVID crisis. 


We are confident in the evidence we have amassed being able to prove each of our 
allegations and would like to do all we can to support Governor DeSantis’s efforts in 
petitioning a state-wide grand jury or special grand jury in Florida. 
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Our initial grand jury petition was sent to every federal US Attorney across the country 
in 2020 and our efforts, while still in progress, have been repeatedly stonewalled by a 
Department of Justice and federal justice system that believes citizens do not have the 
right to petition for redress of grievances as protected by our Constitution. 


At the very least, we can share our experiences to ensure that Governor DeSantis avoid 
several of the pitfalls we have encountered along the way with respect to standing and 
procedure. 


Therefore, we are writing today to express our sincere appreciation for Governor 
DeSantis’s bold leadership in: 1) sponsoring a scientific roundtable with regard to 
mRNA vaccinations, 2) petitioning the Supreme Court of Florida for a statewide Grand 
Jury to investigate any and all wrongdoing in Florida with respect to COVID-19 
vaccines, and 3) including medical examiners (MEs) as part of a review of autopsy 
results for all Floridians who died suddenly after receiving any of the vaccines 
manufactured by Moderna, Pfizer/BioNTech, and Janssen (Johnson & Johnson).

Our petition and source documentation are available, complete with specific facts 
documenting our allegations that named persons within the CDC, HHS, and NVSS 
committed numerous criminal acts of fraud and engaged in willful misconduct. As you 
are aware, willful misconduct is the only known legal concept that penetrates the 
protections vaccine manufacturers have from civil litigation as created by of the 1986 
National Childhood Vaccine Act (42 USC 300aa-11, 42 USC 300aa-22) and the PREP 
Act. 


As your office is likely aware, these actions took place at the highest levels of our public 
health hierarchy and contributed to many thousands of American deaths, untold 
numbers of business closures and a host of unnecessary and preventable adverse social 
impacts. 


In total, our research estimates the misappropriation of US Taxpayer funds to be more 
than $3.5 trillion. 


Specifically, Sen. Kim Thatcher (R-OR), Dr. Henry Ealy, and I (Dennis Linthicum (R- 
OR)) are the named petitioners on the grand jury effort currently in progress and we 
would like to make our team available to help your efforts in seeking reconciliation for 
the criminal malfeasance that has been perpetrated across the US. Specifically, we 
would like to contribute to your efforts in securing justice for your 
constituencies in Florida and our constituencies, here in Oregon, even if 
only as expert witnesses. 
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In March 2020, we began our work by documenting how the CDC abruptly changed 
death certificate reporting without notifying the Federal Register as required by law. The 
CDC only made this change for one cause of death — COVID-19 and the HHS financially 
incentivized it. In doing so, the CDC hyperinflated COVID deaths and violated multiple 
federal laws, most notably, the Information Quality Act (IQA). 


The IQA requires the Office of Management and Budget (OMB) to issue guidance to all 
federal agencies to ensure the "quality, objectivity, utility, and integrity" of information 
disseminated to the public. 


Fraudulent data is the root of the COVID problem plaguing our great nation and best 
exemplifies how willful misconduct can be proven beyond a shadow of a doubt via a 
grand jury investigation. 


The IQA also requires agencies to establish administrative mechanisms that allow 
affected persons to seek correction of information that fails to comply with the OMB 
guidance, including failures to undergo independent objective scientific peer-review 
processes. 


The CDC clearly violated these stringent laws for federal data collection and 
dissemination during every step of their illegal pandemic data manipulation efforts. In 
response to obvious fraud, the CDC simply told the public, “The science is moving too 
fast.” However, this is why the IQA exists. It exists to prevent the spread of 
misinformation by forcing federal agencies to ensure that the data published for public 
consumption is accurate above all considerations. 


For example, and as documented in a peer-reviewed paper authored by Dr. Henry Ealy 
in 2020, the CDC failed to ensure that the same individual who tested positive for 
COVID would not be counted multiple times, across multiple test attempts to return to 
work, and across multiple dates. This malfeasance was not due to negligence, but was a 
well-orchestrated effort designed to panic American citizens, justify draconian lockdown 
policies, and steal trillions of dollars from US Taxpayers. 


The CDC carefully engineered this aspect of their criminal effort by adopting the Council 
of State and Territorial Epidemiologists’ (CSTE) April 15, 2020, position paper for 
defining what constitutes a COVID case again without notifying the Federal Register to 
initiate public comment and federal oversight as required by law. Together, these acts 
significantly and irrevocably altered COVID-19 case counts, mortality data and other 
pertinent data essential for effective policy creation. 


Collectively, these acts set the stage for interminable lockdown measures, masking, 
school closures and a bevy of ineffective and unconstitutional policies instituted in the 
name of protecting public health. Instead, these policies have been absolutely 
devastating to life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness. 
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In closing, Sen. Kim Thatcher, Dr. Henry Ealy, and I, as well as our entire team are 
eager and available to support Governor DeSantis’s effort to impanel a grand jury 
specifically to investigate all criminal acts perpetuated by members of the federal 
government upon the American people and the citizens of Florida. 


We would be honored to set up a time to brief Governor DeSantis and his grand jury 
team on our findings and help accelerate the fulfillment of justice for all. We know that 
we can be of great assistance to your efforts and will openly share all that we have 
amassed.
